MR. DULLES: 

a. Referred to a statement made by "Stuffy" Walters, 

Editor of the Chicago Daily News, that he (Walters) was carrying 
on a "vendetta" with the Director because CIA had taken away one £■ 
of his best people and the Agency had caused some trouble in Europe.^! 
Mr. Helms commented that he is unable to r un down these allegation s. 
The Di rector then said he saw no objection to 
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getting in touch with Mr. Walters through one of JawT contacts 
to find out exactly what he has in mind. 

ACTION: Mr. Carey. 
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i ne Director said in the meantime he desired Messrs Heims and 
Carey to discuss current procedures governing contact, briefings, 
etc. of tourists and provide him a proposed directive on this 
matter, keep ing in mind the publicity generated by the above-mentioned 
I The Director also commented he had received a call from 
General Hull of the President's Board on this subject and asked 
Mr. Kirkpatrick to pull together all the information available since it 
would, in all probability, be discussed at the meeting with the 
President's Board on September 15 and 16 . 


c. Noted that the President was particularly interested in 
the Jordanian situation and commented there were recent cables which 
contained quite a bit of information on this subject. 

ACTION: Mr. Helms to prepare a memo for Gen. Goodpaster. 


d. Referred to the Soviet manifesto regarding the Soviet-Sino 
relations and commen ted that in his opi nion if we had penetrated the 

Communist Parties of in all probability we would have 

been able by now to obtain a copy of this document. He therefore 
stated that he desired these two stations to concentrate heavil y o n » Ij* 
penetrating the Communist Party in their respective areas 
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f. Noted a letter from Secretary Dillon requesting CIA 
to designate a representative on a Disarmament Committee being 
set up in the Department of State and asked the Acting DD/I to 
have a reply prepared for his (DCI's)signature.
